I believe Dr. W. T. B. Mitchell, di- 


rector of Mental Hygiene Institute. 
Montreal, explains the improvement 
when he says: "It is only when we 
stop fearing a situation that we can 
deal with it intelligently. 
So long 


as mental disorder and mental prob- 
lems werw looked upon as something 
due to God or Satan, or due to the 
perverseness or "cniwedness" of hu- 
man nature, our fear or resentment 
prevented us doing anything about 
it.

Franklin was a many-sided genius. 


His was the multiple career of 
statesman, scientist, author and 
printer (at 32. he owned the most 
flourishing printing business in the 
colonies). His pamphlets on elec- 
tricity were translated into several 
languages and went the rounds of 
Europe. So great was the interest 
in his discoveries, that a French- 
man, by carefully following his in- 
structmns. was able successfully to 
perform the kite experiment in 
France on Mav 10.1732. one month 
.before Franklin himself did it!
